Section 170. Highway Traffic Act - Despite the other provisions of this section, no 
person shall park or stand a vehicle on a highway in such a manner as to interfere with 
the movement of traffic or the clearing of snow from the highway.

If a Niagara-on-the-Lake 
resident calls 911 to report a 
fire, a medical emergency or 
a vehicle collision, chances 
are a volunteer firefighter 
will be the first to arrive.

But the make-up of the 
community has changed,

It’s an inexpensive way to 
spend an evening, meet old 
friends and make new ones, 
says Gray, while at the same 
time giving back to the com¬ 
munity. 

There is no admission 
charge, drinks are $2.50, and 
a ticket for one spin of the 
roulette wheel to win a 
turkey, with three numbers 


on each ticket, is $1.25. 

The three fire stations 
combined give away about 
435 frozen turkeys. Basket 
draws and dice tables add to 
the fun and the fundraising. 

The events are intended to 
be casual, relaxed communi¬ 
ty events, while contributing 
to the community, says Gray. 

Fire Chief Ken Eden says 
he doesn’t get involved in 
the association's fundraising 
efforts, but he is always 
impressed by the efforts of 
the firefighters to support 
their community. 

"For many of them this is 
their service club and their 
way of giving back, beyond 
their commitment to emer¬ 
gency response services. It’s 
a common thread through¬ 
out volunteer fire services, 
but it’s very evident here.’’

“It’s just a leaf,” he said. 

He wasn't interested in 
seeing it on the wall of their 
135-year-old home, joining 
many antique paintings she 
had picked up at estate and 
garage sales, so she tucked it 
away in the basement 

When a friend expressed 
some interest in it, she gave it 
away—only to find it at a 
church sale, where she again 
spent a couple of dollars. 

Since then, it's remained 
behind some furniture in the 
basement, until this week, 
when she dug it out, meas¬ 
ured the leaf and then went 
off to see Lome Fast, the cura¬ 
tor at the Niagara Parks 
Commission’s Botanical 
Gardens and School of 
Horticulture. 

Fast measured the leaf at 
47.9 cm wide and 41 cm long, 
and identified it as an 
Oregon, or big-leaf maple— 
Acer Macrophyllum—a tree 
with leaves that are generally 
30 to 35 cm. wide. 

It’s native to BC and down 


: coast to California, 
but although it’s hardy 
enough to survive in Ontario, 
it’s not native here. 

Fast says the School of 
Horticulture recently planted 
an Oregon maple just to add 
to their collection—the tree 
was grown from seed picked 
up by a student on a study 
tour visiting California a few 
years ago.

planted is five to six feet tall, 
with the average Oregon 
reaching 45 to 75 feet, not as 
big as native sugar maples, 
although the leaf is much 
larger. 

Since the Vancouver girl 
reported her 44-cm Oregon 
leaf, Fast says there have been 
claims of larger, up to 52 cen¬ 
timetres across, and he sus¬ 
pects it’s just a matter of time 
before someone from BC 
finds one as large as 60 cm 

The leaf Redekop has is 
certainly unusual, and may 
be the largest in Ontario.

“I tell them they can do 
compressions without the 
breathing. I think they feel 
good that they would know 
what to do, and that they 
would be able to do some¬ 
thing rather than do noth¬ 
ing." 

Her sessions also include 
what to do in the event that 
someone is choking—adult 
or child. 

Many of these kids have 
younger siblings they look 
after, and they are also at an 
age where they may be 
babysitting, she says. “You 
just never know when this 
training may be useful.” 

By Tuesday of this week, 
she had visited all the NOTL 
elementary schools. 

The feedback, she says, 
has been positive, from both 
students and principals. 


“The message I’m hearing is 
that this information is get¬ 
ting through to the students." 

The kids ask great ques¬ 
tions, and seem to grasp that 
what they are learning is 
important, she says. 

“Their questions tell me 
that they are paying attention 
and getting some value out of 
this. They sense that it’s 
important." 

They also seem to appreci¬ 
ate the experience. 

“The fact that they will be 
able to help in these situa¬ 
tions empowers them. They 
realize they could save some¬ 
body’s life.” 

She has heard that the kids 
have gone home and talked 
about it with their parents, 
and that the instruction has 
had a positive impact 

She gives the students a 
booklet to take home to 
share with their families, and

to re-read occasionally to 
refresh their memories. 

“These students will be 
much better prepared if they 
encounter an emergency sit¬ 
uation,” she says.

Bozzo says she went to the 
aid of a baby in distress in a 


department store once when 
none of the staff knew what 
to do. 

“It’s a great feeling to be 
able to help.” 

Now the young teens of 
NOTL may have the opportu¬ 
nity to experience that, rather 
than being one of those who 
has no idea what to do. 
“They’ve had three hours to 
hear it, see it and do it. 
Hopefully they will remem¬
